annuities, and in truſt for the aſſocia- 
tion, this receipt duly fixed on the certi- 
ficate, is the pillar and foundation of 
the ſubſcriber's agreement with the aſſo- 
eiates. 


The fee to the regiſter for his own 
merit, compenſation, and trouble, is 
one guinea the policy; including the

guineas will be the whole expence in

It is a matter reſerved for the firſt 


meeting of the ſociety, for further eſta- 
bliſhing a fund for printing, advertiſing,

preſented themſelves, but are not ſet 
forth until ſuch meeting, as it is in this 


infant ſtate of the ſociety, impoſſible to 
define what ſum will be wanted, or whe-

vidual is a guardian. 


The ſubſcribed ſum is only laid by 
in truſt, it is not expended, nor is 
it out of uſe, but immediately pro- 
ductive of an annuity, which at the 
firſt muſt be equal to the ſtock, and 
remains every year more productive, 
until in a year or two, it probably will 
become an annuity of conſequence, 


and at the expiration of fourteen years, 


ſufficient in principal for the proviſion 
of an infant in clerkſhip, as an ap- 
prentice fee, or to be applied as the 
ſubſcriber may ſee fit for the nominee, 
and as his inclination may tend;

vives him. Theſe, and a multitude of 
other beneficial advantages will ariſe 
from this plan; and, ſhould it in the 


preſent propoſal appear defective, it is 


to be conſidered as the offspring of 
one man, who has with great regret, 
contemplated, that no perſon more 
capable, has produced a better plan 
for the many purpoſes in view by it. 


It has not been without reflection, 


that many perſons ſubſcribing, may, 


by unforeſeen events, become neceſſi- 


tated for the very ſum ſo ſubſcribeg, 


with this view, aſſignments may be

of the general courts only, I ſpeak 
as to the change of the life, the

So likewiſe the property may be 
eſpecially bequeathed for the benefit of 
any perſon, not the nominee ; the 
ſubſcribers, though the ſubſcription be 
paid on the life of A. may bequeath 
the intereſt by will, dependent on the 
life of A. to B. or C. for the nomi- 
nee may prove undeſerving of the con- 
tinuance of that friendſhip, which firſt | 
induced the ſubſcriber to name him.

enter upon the regiſter's accounts of the 


diſburſements, in printing, publiſhing, 
and advertiſing ; and to deliberate on 
the ways and means leaſt expenſive 
to the ſociety, for conducting its bu- 
hnels, and paying 4 its officers,

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Thinking men will not ſeruple to 
ſpare the £100. which leſſens not their 
preſent income, and which will even- 
tually provide for children, wives, 
widows, or any other beloved object. 
Encouragement given to this eſtabliſh- 
ment, at its infant ſtate, will undoubt= 

edly enſure its ſucceſs ; and there can- 
not be a doubt, but it will prove a 
comfort to each individual, and an 
ornament to this country, where no 
good deſign can be ſet a foot, but it 
will be foſtered by the public at large; 
for no country can boaſt of more in- 
ſtitutions, for the benefit of poſterity, 
than England. and in all probability, 
thouſands from other nations may with 
to reap advantages ſo beneficially held 
out, where no diminution of income 
is felt at the preſent, and ſo many 
advantages 3 are to be reaped in the 
| future. |
